rise in the canal made cultivation im- 
possible and the fields are weedy 
There are no other crops than beans, 
tomatoes, potatoes and cabbage in ti 
district.

Some English-peas at Belle Glade 
survived the frost of Friday, February 
12, but it is reported that everything 
else was killed. 
There are conflicting reports aè to 
damage at South Bay, but it is believed 
that beans on.the lake front escaped in- 
jury.

In all the upper Everglades there are 
about $00 acres of snap beans that will 
be in the bloom stage this week; these 
will be ready for picking beginning 
about March 5.

Weather Bureau Offers 
Service To Truckers 


Meteorologist Warns That Frost 
Danger Is Not Past For This 
Region This Season 


"The Weather Bureau is always 
alert in its €fforts to reach the fellow 
who feeds us all—the farmer, and any 
helpful suggestions are appreciated,” 
|J. Mitchell, the meteorologist of 


the 
Jacksonville office of the bureau, writes 


io The Everglades News. Mr. Mitch- 
ell visited this region a few years ágo 
and he says he hopes to drop in ‘at 
Canal Point soon. 

In his letter, written from Jackson- 
[ville and dated February 17, -Mr. 
Mitchell -writes : 

"Action has been taken to have Canal 
Point listed to’ receive warnings: when 
conditions indicate the probable occur- 
rence of frost. Be on the look-out 


from now until the last of March: 
sometimes during the early part of 
| April frost forms over that region. 


gain, the weather is mild. 

‘As to displaying flags for the ex- 
[pected cold weather, rather frost: 
Locktender Simmons has a flag 
that purpose—white with black center. 
As a rule, it (the cold wave flag) 
not displayed from the staff where 
storm warnings are displayed, but 
probably an exception can be made 
there, as your shipping.is a minor inci- 
dent compared with frost damage dur- 
ing the winter and spring. 

"We note that you print reports 
from stations around the lake, and that 
you comment on the different tempera- 
tures as reported by the various gb- 
servers. In that connection it'is neces- 
sary to know the exposure of the i 
struments, the kind of instruments, and, 
let us hope this a minor factor, the 
competency and relisbil ty of observers. 
The Weather Bureau has"hermographs 
at Moore Haven and Ritta, and, I 
think there is one at Belle Glade, a 
state station; that instrument is a 
check on eye-observations. 

“The rainfall, on an average, should 
be about the same at all lakè stations; 
a decided discrepancy has been noted at 
ne stations cqpfpared with West 
m Beach records; when such is the
